REMARKS O 

Claims 2-21 are active in the case. ^ 
The present invention relates to a nonaqueous secondary battery. \^) 
The discovery of the present invention is a negative electrode for nonaqueous secondary 
batteries which exhibits improved characteristics. The negative electrode is formed of a sulfide 
compound of formula (1): AJS, wherein A is copper, silver or gold and 0.4 <> a <, 5, and further 
wherein the amount of metal sulfide in the negative electrode is at least 75-99.9% by weight of 
the composition of the negative electrode.
